LIGHTNING AND 
STORM HIT 
CITY; 40 FIRES 


Deluge Turns Loop 
Into a Lake. 


The heaviest rain Chicago has known 
for some time fell last night, choking 
sewers, flooding basements, turning 
streets into streams and alleys into 
aqueducts, The fall for the day, the 
Weather bureau reported, was 1.69 
inches, most of which came in two 
hours last night. 

The storm was accompanied by thun- 
der and lightning that started forty 
fires; and damage from rain and light- 
ning amounted to thousands of dollars. 

The rain began falling shoftly before 
7 o'clock and kept up a torrential down- 
pour for two hours. Sewers backed up, 
and geysers blew off manhole covers, 
flooding many of the streets. Madison | 
street between Dearborn and State 
streets looked like in Ven- 
ice.” 

Wire service, telephone, light, and 
telegraph, was disorganized somewhat, 
but not enough to prevent calls pour- 
ing into the fire alarm office telling of 
disaster by fire and flood.

A resolution to move all funds of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor from Chi- 
cago banks to the State Bank of North 
Dakota, a Nonpartisan institution at 
Bismark, was offered by Secretary Ed- 
ward N. Nockles at the meeting of the 
Chicago federation yesterday.

“Banks are the curse of this coun- 
try,” said John Fitzpatrick, president 
of the federation. “ These 3 per cent

curse, for they give capital the use of 
your money at 3 per cent and they in 
turn make 60 or 70 per cent. That is 
the chain that is forged around your 
neck, and you would be much better 
off with your money in a safe deposit 
vault.”
